Formation  of  Lawns  from  Seed 

All  grass  and  clover  seed  prices  are  subject  to  change  without  notice. 

There  is  nothing  more  attractive  than  a well-kept  lawn. 

The  ground  should  be  thoroughly  drained  and  well  prepared.  The  soil  ought  not  to  be  too  rich,  as  a rapid  growth  is  not 
wanted  in  the  grasses  of  a lawn ; but  the  surface  should  be  as  much  alike  in  quality  as  possible  and  thoroughly  pulverized. 
After  sowing,  the  ground  should  be  rolled  if  possible,  in  order  to  press  the  seed  firmly  into  the  soil,  and  ten  da3rs  or  so 
thereafter  a light  application  of  Johnson’s  Lawn  Fertilizers  will  serve  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  the  young  grasses.  The 
proper  time  to  sow  grass  seed  depends,  of  course,  upon  the  latitude.  In  the  central  and  eastern  states  from  March  15th  to 
the  middle  of  May  is  the  best  time ; but  in  favorable  seasons  the  sowing  may  be  done  up  to  July  1st.  Seed  may  also  be  sown 
in  the  fall,  from  the  latter  part  of  August  to  the  end  of  October  or  later,  depending  upon  the  weather.  The  sowing  should 
be  done  when  the  ground  is  moist,  or  before  an  expected  rain,  and  a subsequent  rolling  is  always  advisable.  As  to  wee^ 
in  newly-made  lawns,  it  may  not  be  generally  known  that  many  weed  seeds  actually  lie  dormant  in  the  ground  for  six  or 
seven  years  and  will  germinate  and  make  their  appearance  when  the  soil  is  turned  up.  The  annual  wild  grasses,  such  as 
crab  grass  or  summer  grass,  must  be  pulled  up  by  the  roots  before  they  ripen  their  seed  in  the  fall.

SULPHATE  OF  AMMONIA  FOR  FRUITS 


Sulphate  of  Ammonia  should  be  applied  to 
fruits  two  or  three  weeks  before  the  fruit  buds 
open;  early  applications  giving  better  results  than 
late.  Its  use  will  enable  the  tree  or  vine  to  mature 
a larger  crop  of  fruit  and  to  develop  new  fruit 
buds  for  the  next  year’s  crop. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  encourages  vegetative 
growth.  To  avoid  excessive  growth  good  judg- 
ment must  be  used  in  regulating  the  amount  ap- 
plied, that  it  may  be  in  keeping  with  the  age  of 
the  trees,  fertility  of  the  soil,  and  moisture  condi- 
tions. 

For  all  fruit  trees  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  may  be 
applied  broadcast  evenly  over  the  entire  orchard, 
or  spread  over  only  the  circular  area  about  the 
tree  reached  by  the  feeding  roots — this  being  ap- 
proximately from  two  feet  from  the  trunk  to  a 
few  feet  beyond  the  outer  limits  of  the  branches. 

Apples.  In  young  orchards,  apply,  as  above,  2

pounds  per  tree  (100  to  150  pounds  per  acre  broad- 
cast), and  in  mature  bearing  orchards,  5 pounds 
per  tree.  In  old  sod  orchards  use  5 to  8 pounds 
per  tree  (200  to  300  pounds  per  acre  broadcast). 

Peaches.  On  good  soil  use  2 to  3 pounds  per 
tree  (100  to  125  pounds  per  acre),  and  on  poorer 
soils  3 to  6 pounds  per  tree  (125  to  200  pounds  per 
acre  broadcast).  For  young  trees  use  less. 

Cherries,  Plums  and  Pears.  These  trees 
should  receive  1 to  3 pounds  per  tree.  Where  pear 
blight  is  prevalent,  nitrogenous  fertilizers  must  be 
used  with  care. 

Grapes.  Bearing  grape  vines  should  be  fer- 
tilized at  the  rate  of  from  100  to  200  pounds  per 
acre.  Scatter  the  Arcadian  Sulphate  of  Ammonia 
between  the  rows,  or  apply  by  means  of  the  culti- 
vator equipped  with  the  fertilizer  side-dressing 
attachment. 

Bush  Fruits.  These  small  fruits  should  be 
fertilized  at  the  rate  of  from  100  to  200  pounds  per 
acre.  Excessive  cane  growth  is  undesirable,  and 
where  too  much  growth  is  likely  to  be  made  the 
nitrogen  application  should  be  reduced. 

Strawberries.  Strawberries  should  be  fer-

tilized  at  the  rate  of  from  100  to  200  pounds  of 
Arcadian  per  acre  between  the  rows  after  the 
plants  are  set.  After  the  picking  season  is  over, 
another  similar  application  should  be  made,  if  the 
bed  is  to  be  left  for  another  year.  This  will  insure 
strong,  vigorous  plants.  Some  growers  make  a 
practice  of  top-dressing  the  fruiting  beds  early  in 
Spring  before  growth  starts,  instead  of  after  the 
picking  season.  This  practice  can  be  recommended 
for  poor  soils. 

FOR  SIDE-DRESSING  VEGETABLES 

The  following  directions  give  the  average 
amounts  used  by  successful  growers.  Somewhat 
larger  amounts  are  often  used  in  intensive  market 
gardening. 

Asparagus  and  Rhubarb.  Apply  Arcadian 
Sulphate  of  Ammonia  at  the  rate  of  100  to  200 
pounds  per  acre  when  growth  starts.  After  the 
cutting  season  a quick-acting  ammoniate  is  essen-

tial  for  reviving  and  invigorating  the  roots.  An 
additional  application  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia, 
100  to  200  pounds  per  acre,  will  prove  an  excellent 
side-dressing. 

Beans  and  Peas.  A side-dressing  of  100  to 
200  pounds  per  acre  early  in  the  season  will  give 
these  crops  a quick,  vigorous  start  and  result  in 
earlier  and  larger  pickings. 

Beets,  Carrots  and  other  Root  Crops.  Broad- 
cast 100  to  200  pounds  per  acre  of  Sulphate  of 
Ammonia  when  the  soil  is  being  prepared  for 
planting,  or  apply  a side-dressing  when  the  crop 
is  well  started. 

Cabbage,  Cauliflower,  Brussels  Sprouts, 
Kale,  Collards.  These  heavy  feeders  require  large 
amounts  of  nitrogen.  Side-dress  young  plants 
with  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  at  the  rate  of  200 
pounds  per  acre. 

Celery.  After  a liberal  fertilization  with  ma- 
nure and  high  grade  fertilizer,  side-dress  with 
Sulphate  of  Ammonia  several  times  during  the 
season,  about  100  pounds  per  acre  each  application. 

Cucumbers,  Melons,  Squash,  Pumpkins. 

A side-dressing  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  100  to 
150  pounds  per  acre,  when  the  runners  are  several 
inches  long,  will  promote  the  rapid  growth  so  de- 
sirable early  in  the  season.  It  is  often  desirable, 
especially  for  cantaloupes,  to  apply  an  additional 
side-dressing  of  about  100  pounds  per  acre  at  the 
time  of  the  last  cultivation,  or  when  the  fruits  are 
about  the  size  of  an  egg. 
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With  ARCADIAN  SULPHATE  of  AMMONIA 

Eggplants,  Peppers,  Tomatoes.  These  plants 
require  a liberal  supply  of  quickly  available  am- 
monia to  produce  early  crops.  Apply  100  to  200 
pounds  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  per  acre  a week 
or  two  after  the  plants  are  set.  Eggplants  and 
peppers  require  somewhat  more  than  tomatoes. 

Lettuce.  A broadcasting  of  200  pounds  per 
acre  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  when  the  soil  is  be- 
ing prepared  for  the  crop  will  supply  the  quick- 
acting ammonia  needed  in  early  spring.  For  the 
fall  crop  apply  a side-dressing  of  100  pounds  per 
acre,  if  the  lettuce  is  not  making  satisfactory 
growth. 

Onions.  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  promotes  vig- 
orous growth  and  checks  the  destructive  work  of 
the  onion  thrips.  Apply  at  the  rate  of  200  pounds 
per  acre,  broadcasted  before  planting,  or  as  a side- 
dressing early  in  the  season. 

Potatoes,  Sweet  Potatoes,  Yams.  Where 
quickly  available  ammonia  is  needed  in  addition  to 
that  applied  in  the  complete  fertilizer  used  for 
these  crops,  side-dressing  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia 
at  the  rate  of  100  to  150  pounds  per  acre  will  give 
excellent  results,  especially  in  light,  sandy  soils 
where  leaching  of  plant  food  is  apt  to  be  consider- 
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able.  Ammonia  from  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  does 
not  leach  readily  and  is  especially  suited  to  such 
soils. 

Spinach.  Two  weeks  after  the  seed  is  sown, 
broadcast  with  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  at  the  rate  of 
200  pounds  per  acre,  or  apply  100  to  200  pounds 
per  acre  as  a top-dressing  any  time  that  quickly 
available  ammonia  is  needed. 

Sweet  Corn.  Side-dress  with  100  to  200  pounds 
per  acre  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  when  the  tassels 
are  just  appearing,  or  in  the  cooler  sections  of  the 
country,  when  the  stalks  are  6 inches  to  12  inches 
high.  Such  a side-dressing  will  greatly  influence 
the  number,  size  and  quality  of  the  ears  produced. 

FOR  TOP-DRESSING  STAPLE  FARM  CROPS 

Apply  Arcadian  Sulphate  at  the  rate  of  100 
pounds  per  acre  to  any  crop  that  needs  nitrogen. 
Larger  applications  may  be  made  where  experience 
has  shown  that  they  will  be  profitable. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  Arcadian 
Sulphate  is  not  offered  as  a complete  fertilizer, 
but  as  a source  of  nitrogen  alone. 

Timothy.  Top-dress  your  timothy  fields  early 
in  the  spring  with  100  pounds  of  Arcadian  Sul- 
phate of  Ammonia  per  acre.  Apply  with  the  fer- 
tilizer attachment  of  your  grain-drill,  or  any  fer- 
tilizer distributor. 

Small  Grains.  (Wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats,  etc.)

Side-dress  with  100  pounds  per  acre  of 
Arcadian  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  when  the  corn  is 
two  or  three  feet  high;  or,  in  cooler  sections  of 
the  country,  when  it  is  6 to  12  inches  high. 

Cotton.  Apply  100  pounds  Arcadian  Sulphate 
per  acre  at  the  time  of  planting,  or  as  a top-dress- 
ing early  in  the  growth  of  the  plant. 

Tobacco.  As  usually  grown,  tobacco  is  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  nitrogen.  It  is  a heavy  feeder. 
Drill  in  150  or  200  pounds  Arcadian  Sulphate  per 
acre  when  setting  out,  or  apply  as  top-dressing  a 
little  later. 

Sugar  Beets,  Turnips  and  Mangels.  Apply

along  the  rows  when  the  plants  are  a few  inches 
high.  For  sugar  beets  an  equal  amount  of  com- 
mon salt  is  sometimes  advisable  to  put  on  with 
the  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  at  the  time  of  planting. 

FOR  THE  HOME  GARDEN

General  Garden  Use.  The  directions  given  in 
previous  pages  for  side-dressing  vegetables  and 
fertilizing  fruit  trees  apply  equally  well  to  vege- 
tables and  fruits  grown  in  the  home  garden. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  TOP-DRESSING 


Use  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  at  the  rate  of  1 
pound  to  every  200  or  300  square  feet,  raking  it 
into  the  soil  before  sowing  seed,  or  scattering  it 
along  the  rows  after  the  plants  are  several  inches 
high.  One  pound  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  suffi- 
cient for  a ninety-foot  row  of  vegetables;  one 
ounce  will  fertilize  a berry  bush.  The  amounts 
given  for  trees  in  the  orchard  apply  to  all  fruit 
trees. 

In  Solution.  A solution  of  a teaspoonful  of 
Sulphate  of  Ammonia  to  a gallon  of  water  is  fine 
for  watering  beds  of  lettuce,  young  garden  plants, 
house  plants,  etc.  Sprinkle  very  fender  plants 
with  clear  water  after  this  treatment.  A stronger 
solution,  one  ounce  (tablespoonful)  to  a gallon  of 
water,  may  be  used  to  water  cabbage  and  tomato 
plants,  etc.,  when  setting  them  out. 

Caution.  Do  not  permit  strong  solutions  or 
crystals  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  to  come  in  con- 
tact with  the  foliage  of  plants,  as  burning  might 
result,  as  in  the  case  of  other  fertilizers.  Do  not 
exceed  the  quantities  given. 

FOR  FERTILIZING  LAWNS 

On  established  sods,  100  pounds  per  acre  of 
Arcadian  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  (1  pound  to  every 
300  or  400  square  feet)  spread  evenly  over  the 
grass  in  very  early  spring  will  result  in  luxuriant 
growth  and  dark  green  color.  Scatter  the  fer- 
tilizer only  when  the  grass  is  dry.  When  seeding 
new  lawns,  apply  at  the  same  rate,  raking  the 
fertilizer  into  the  soil  before  seeding. 
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FOR  SHADE  TREES  AND  SHRUBS 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  an  excellent  fertilizer 
for  shade  trees  and  shrubs.  For  small  shrubs,  use 
an  ounce  or  two,  for  large  shrubs  one-half  to  one 
pound,  scattered  for  several  feet  around  the  bush. 
For  shade  trees  apply  as  for  fruit  trees,  using  from 
1 to  10  pounds,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  trees. 

When  the  shrubs  or  shade  trees  are  growing  on 
the  lawn  be  very  careful  in  applying  the  Sulphate 
of  Au’inotiia,  so  as  not  to  burn  the  grass.
